MILLING OATS. 


The following circular is the outcome of 
the meeting of the Oatmeal Millers of 
Ontario, held at Toronto recently, to con- 
sider the best means for securing suitable 
oats for milling and of improved quality. 
To makea first-class article of rolled oats it 
is necessary to have oats of the same size 
and shape, and experience has shown that a 
leng, thin hulled, plump grain is the most 
suitable. The consumption of rolled oats is 
rapidly increasing in Canada, and a limited 
quantity is being sent to great Britain, 
Germany, Denmark and other nations in 
Europe, and it is the desire and purpose of 
Canadian oatmeal millers to largely increase 
the export trade with these countries, and 
with that object in view they now ask the 
co-operation of farmers and grain dealers. 
Farmers can materially increase the whole 
value of the oat crop in Canada by giving 
careful atiention to securing the best 
varieties of well cleaned seed that will be 
suitable for oatmeal milling. The varieties 
now in general use best adapted for ——s 
are the improved American Banner an¢ 
Australian or white Russian,but any variety 
will do that will yield well and is a long, 
plump, and thin hulled, white grain. Grain 
dealers, by keeping separate the thick and 
thin hulled varieties, will obtain from mill- 
ers a high price for the latter.

The estimates do not make provision for

The Soo canal gets an additional $150,000 ;

Soulanges canal gets $450,000. The total 
vote for canals is $2,527,420, 

The estimates provide the additional 
subsidy for Manitoba arranged by Sifton 
and MeMillian; the expenditure on Manitoba 
tisheries is reduced $2.00. 

There is an additional $3,600 to complete 
the Brandon Indastrial school ; $10,000 for 
Portage la Prairie post office ; $12,000 for 
Moosomin court house, addition, $5,000 for 
e court house at Prince Albert and $6,500 
fora wharf on Lake Winnipeg, of which $2,- 
500 isa re-vote. There is $8,000 for dredg- 
ing in Manitoba against $10,000 last year, 
and a re-vote of £25,000, for a bridge across 
the Saskatchewan at Edmonton.

An Ottawa dispatch to the Toronto 
World, says in reference to the Hudson Bay 
railway scheme: The company is represent- 
ed by Hugh Sutherland, who is its president. 
The syndicate of contractors who had 
agreed to build the road, and who were 
acceptable to the government, were William 
McKenzie, of Toronto, who has command of 
large means ; Dan Mann, of Montreal, who 
is also in good standing, and Mr. James Is- 
bester, of this city, who did big contracts 
on the government road in Cape Breton, 
Recently there appeared in Ottawa Donald 
Grant, a contractor of Minnesota, and Foley 
Bros., also of Minnesota, both of these firms 
made up of men who were formerly Canad- 

ians. On Monday it began to be whispered 
about that Hugh Sutherland had made 
a deal with Grant and the Foleys, and that 
Mann and McKenzie were to be dropped, 

and it is even reported, and there seems to 

good reason for the report, thata new contract 
made by Sutherland on behalf of the comp- 
any with Grant and the Foleys was submit- 
ted to the government a day or two ago for 

approval. It is now declared, on what 
seems to be good evidence, that the govern- 
ment refused to sanction this contract, as 
the new contractors were not in the 
arrangement formerly made, and which was 
made with a view that McKenzie and Mann, 
who had large sums already due them for 
former work on the road, were to be com- 
pensated. At all events, the whole thing is 
now declared off. Contractor Grant has 
lett town and so has Mr. McKenzie who 
was here for two days this week. There 
are rumors going about as to parties not yet 
named being in the deal to sidetrack Mann 
and McKenzie. If they were they have 
overreached themselves.”
